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Continuation of 3. NOTE: While the 1 12 rejection of the final rejection questions where the line of demarcation is to be placed between 
high and low viscosity, it is not questioned that there is such a line of demarcation somewhere. The enabling specification requires "high 
viscous". The deletion of "high viscous" makes the claims encompass "low viscous" materials which were not considered to be part of the 
applicant's invention according to the enabling specification. The incorporation of the "low viscous" materials is new matter and raises 
other issues under 35 USC 1 12. Furthermore, it is likely that art was discarded that was clearly considered to be "low viscous". A new 
search would have to be done to ascertain this as well as whether there is other art to the low viscous materials.. 
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
